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An Interview with the President 





Editor’s note: With not quite six months completed in his 
new position, we asked Dr. Robert W. Neff, Juniata’s ninth 
president, to answer some questions that we feel many 
members of Juniata’s constituencies would lke to have 
answered. We feel the responses would indicate a leader who 
has vision and a firm hand on the directions which the college 
must chart in the coming months and years. 


Why did you decide to seek the presidency of Juniata College? 

When President Binder announced his retirement date, a 
number of Juniata alumni and friends of the College encouraged 
me to apply for the position. I thought about it over the summer 
of 1985. I talked with some people related to the College and felt 
that my skills and personality matched the needs of the College 
at this particular time. For me, it was also a chance to come 
home to Central Pennsylvania. 

I have been a person who likes challenges. The challenge of 
the small liberal arts college today, the task of interpreting 
what we are about, the raising of money for it, and finding 
students who share that vision— these are what I would like to 
be about at this point in my life. 

Furthermore, I had always dreamed of teaching at a small 
liberal arts college. I started my career in such a location, and 
that was the happiest year of my life. I felt that this position 
would enable me to return to an environment for which I had 
been trained to serve. 


Although you are not an alumnus, Juniata has played a promi- 
nent role in your life at times. Tell us about some of your 
earlzer memories of Juniata College. 

The earliest memory I have goes back to the late ’30s when 
my father commuted between Williamsburg and Huntingdon. 
As a little kid of four, I remember my commuter father who 
was getting his degree at Juniata College. Then our family 
moved to Huntingdon in the fall of 1946 when my father 
became a member of the Juniata faculty in the Department of 
Religion. 

Dancing was one of the burning issues of that fall. I 
remember a conversation around our dinner table about 
whether there could be dancing at the College. In fact, a dance 
had been scheduled to which my parents were invited. The 
occasion was to include both students and faculty. My parents 
chose not to go. Needless to say, the College changed its policy. 

During that time I can also remember the village where the 
G.I.s and their wives lived. I am not sure of the year, but the 
veterans at one point encouraged a wife of a veteran to run for 
May Queen. They felt the rest of the campus controlled too 
much of the college life. The veteran’s wife was elected. That 
spring the May Queen had her two children on the May Day 
float—a first! 





As an early adolescent, I was a bat boy for the Juniata In- 
dians and actually had a part in one of the College plays. 

Then in the late 50s, my wife was a student at Juniata. I 
recall the family-style service in the dining room. On those oc- 
casions we emptied the food from each of the serving dishes as 
quickly as possible so that our table could ask for seconds. After 
all, there was only so much extra food, and it was “first come, 
first served.” 

That was the time when Miss Matthias ran the dining hall. I 
recall the Saturdays when I came over from Penn State, where I 
was attending school. The dining room menu featured mystery 
cakes. We all knew they were made up of leftovers of the week. 
We also knew that Miss Matthias would find a way to return 
money to the College at the end of each year because of her 
very tight-fisted food management. ; 

In the late 70s my son Scott attended Juniata. During that 
period Juniata expanded its international program. Scott and 
his friend, Kevin Brown, were the first students selected to go to 
Japan. This period represented the conclusion of the baby 
boom era, and the school literally was bursting at the seams 
with students. Scott lived on Mifflin Street during his senior 
year in a house that has now been closed. 


What has impressed you most about Juniata since arriving on 
campus in July? 

I am impressed by the quality of teaching and the capacity of 
our students to do research and to communicate. As an exam- 
ple, a group from the Consolidated Gas Project and Gas 
Research Institute recently visited the campus. One of the 
visitors said, “We have just come from visiting Texas A&M and 


had an encounter with graduate students. The persons there 
were very good but your students have done as well.” 

During the second week on campus, I was hearing an ex- 
planation of a research project by students. One student said to 
me, “I am only a student.” Immediately a faculty member 
nearby said, “You are not only a student. You are a researcher 
just as I am.” I felt that summed it up beautifully. 

A student who transferred here with my encouragement told 
me about a conversation he had with a professor. The student 
asked the professor, “Where can I find a tutor because I am 
having difficulty in your class?’ The professor replied, “I am 
your tutor. You may come to me with your difficulties.” 


I am impressed by the student hospitality. 

This fall I have visited overnight in four residence halls and 
have spent one day with another. I have been impressed by the 
care that has been extended to me by the student body. In the 
off-campus housing event, a turkey dinner was prepared by 
students from Mission House, Hess Apartments, and the Pink 
Palace. It was an excellent meal. We sat around and talked for 
several hours following the dinner. At South my wife and I were 
invited to a semi-formal dance and to an afternoon of prepar- 
ing for the dance. Earlier the officers took me to a pizza parlor 
for lunch. At Sherwood and East Houses I was taken to dinner 
at Baker Refectory and then hosted at a party or joined in some 
sport with members of the hall. In Lesher Hall, my wife accom- 
panied me for dinner. Later we attended a birthday party, 
watched a video cassette and had a most enjoyable conversa- 
tion. The hosting by the students has been courteous and 
upbeat. We were made to feel at home. 

I am impressed by the bonding that takes place at Juniata. 
Alginate ot Waniaea Collec cay comment ioe collec 
through a lifetime. They support the college with gifts and with 
their personal presence. A great number of alumni return for 
athletic and cultural events. In times of distress, they provide 
emotional support; in times of victory, they join in the celebra- 
tion. This creates an intergenerational character on cam- 


pus—a tremendous asset! 


What do you consider to be Juniata’s strongest assets? 
Juniata has been known throughout this century for its ex- 


ee 
cellent academic program. Juniata ranks in the top 20 univer- 


sities and colleges in the country in the number of students who 
have gone on to graduate school. Also, Juniata has been con- 
cerned with education of the whole person, and our graduates 
assume leadership positions in their fields and in their com- 
munities. As you know, Juniata is one of only three colleges in 
Pennsylvania who are listed in Peterson's Competitive Colleges, 
Best Buys in Education (Times Books), and U. 5. News and 


World Report of best colleges. 


The strong sense of community is another asset of Juniata 
College. We might call that “campus atmosphere.” Students, 
faculty, and staff support one another with care and concern. 
All feel a strong sense of ownership in the College. When a stu- 
dent is admitted to Juniata College and becomes a part of this 
community, the Juniata family, those ties and feelings last a 
lifetime. This explains the commitment of our alumni. And it 
explains the atmosphere on campus. In this time when people 
often are pulling apart from one another in mistrust, the 
Juniata College sense of caring is a tremendous asset. 

Juniata College is committed to important values. With the 
College’s historical relationship to the Church of the Brethren, 
we believe that people are formed and shaped within the con- 
text of community; that there will be a commitment to seek 
reconciliation of differences; that there will be an opportunity 
to explore, in a context of openness to varied views, the values 
that are important for our time; and that there will be an active 
religious component in campus life. 

I also see the setting of Juniata as a plus. Surrounded by all 
these beautiful mountains and the close proximity to the 
recreational area of Lake Raystown, it is easy to feel as though 
one is living in a resort area. The opportunity for outdoor life 
and outdoor sports is an important asset of the College. 


As president of Juniata, you will be performing a wide variety 
of tasks. What task do you look forward to the most? 

I am looking forward to all my tasks. While I would call 
myself a “people person,” I do not shy away from administra- 
tion and planning. I am committed to bring people together in 
a planning process in such a way that the human and financial 
resources of the College can be used effectively. And I am com- 
mitted to a consultative style of management. 

Many of the tasks of this position relate to people. I like 
working with people. This means that when I am on campus, 
normally I will walk down to the practice fields to watch the 
teams. I think I will be very visible on campus when I am in 
town. I am a great believer in management-by-walking-around 
— not to pass judgment on people but to support them. I feel 
that we carry a common task and the more we can exemplify 
that, the better off all of us are. 

I enjoy interpreting the College. I enjoy alumni events and, 
believe it or not, I enjoy relating to people to ask for financial 
and personal support of the College and its goals. 


What are your goals for the College? 

e To maintain the excellent academic quality and character of 
Juniata College; to insure that humanities occupy the ap- 
propriate place in the curriculum in a small liberal arts college; 
and to enhance the international character of the college cur- 
riculum and thus assist students in becoming global citizens. 


eTo market the College in such a way that we will draw a stu- 
dent pool sufficient to use the total facilities and resources of 
the College. 


e To enhance the resources of the College in order to rely less 
on student fees for support of the College program. 


e To enlarge the circle of friends for Juniata College and main- 
tain the already sound alumni support. 


eTo build a partnership between the College and the com- 
munity so that we are mutually supportive of one another. 


What role can alumni play in helping you achieve these goals? 

Alumni can become more a part of the experience students 
have on campus. Opportunities have been provided for 
distinguished alumni to speak with students through career 
days. We hope to provide additional opportunities during the 
year for such contacts. 

Alumni can assist with placement of students. Alumni are 
urged to be on the lookout for available jobs and to relate that 
information to our placement office. Assistance in actual 
placement is also an area where our alumni have been helpful. 
This help is important to the College. 

Alumni can assist in recruitment of students. Our best ad- 
missions recruiting occurs when someone is referred to the Col- 
lege by an alumnus or a relative. A major task in the future for 
alumni is to write us about students who would do well at 
Juniata. This year alumni have provided the names of more 
than 150 potential students. We hope that number will be 
doubled in future years, 

Alumni can assist through financial contributions to the Col- 
lege. The money received through the Annual Support Fund is 
not only appreciated but necessary. As educational costs con- 
tinue to spiral, it is necessary to rely on the friends of the Col- 
lege to assist us in meeting the costs without placing an undue 
financial burden on our students. This becomes particularly 
important since the government has pulled back from its sup- 
port of education. The special friends of Juniata will need to fill 
that gap in the years ahead. 

Alumni are our best promoters. In that promoting, however, 
a change is needed in the way we talk about Juniata College 
with other people. Often when alumni are asked where they at- 
tended college, they reply, “Well, I attended a small college in 
Pennsylvania...you probably never heard of it.” I encourage 
alumni to speak directly and say, “I attended an excellent, 
small liberal arts college in Pennsylvania—Juniata College.” In 
fact, we might even begin to refer to the College as “Juniata 
College of Pennsylvania.” That term was used by a commen- 
tator in talking about Chuck Knox at a Seattle Seahawks foot- 
ball game. “I attended Juniata College of Pennsylvania” might 
be a good way for alumni to respond.

With the high school age population on the decline nationally, 
colleges and universities are facing a shrinking pool of ap- 
plicants. What steps are being taken at Juniata to insure that 
the college will continue to receive its share of qualified ap- 
plicants? 

I have ideas about steps to be taken, but I will withhold those 
opinions at this time since we are entering a planning process 
that will involve the various constituencies of the College. Dr. 
Arnold J. Tilden has been appointed Vice President for Educa- 
tional Planning and Student Services. The 1986-87 academic 
year will be a time to look at the mission and strengths of 
Juniata College in the context of the present market environ- 














ment. At the same time, we are using the services of a consul- 
tant to look at our marketing strategy and to research the 
population we will be addressing. With the inauguration of the 
president in the spring of 1987, we will be examining the role of 
the small liberal arts college in the present environment. 

Our plan is to have the consultation on our marketing 
strategy, our move to a planning mode, and our research to 
gain an understanding of the uniqueness of Juniata College and 
the markets we address all come together in a focused way to 
meet the challenges that lie ahead. 


In what areas will college fund ratsing efforts be focused in the 
next two years? 

Fund raising efforts will be focused in two areas: support for 
student scholarships and for faculty development. 

One of the most effective tools in recruiting students is the 
ability to award scholarships. Efforts will be given to securing 
more endowed scholarships to encourage students to come to 
Juniata College. Our institution attracts a large number of 
students with high need of financial aid and presently we do 
not have sufficient funds to cover those needs. The College 
should be accessible to all students of quality regardless of their 
financial situation. In order to meet this need, a major effort is 
under way to provide scholarships both for persons of high 
quality with financial aid need as well as for quality students 


with no financial aid need. 





Almost 10% of our budget now goes for financial aid. 
Juniata College is well within the top 10% of the state in 
percentage who are eligible for and require need-based aid. 
More than half of our students receive some form of financial 
aid. This means that it is crucial for us to have endowed funds 
to meet this expanding need. We are doing a good job, but we 
need to do more. 

Support for the student of quality who has no financial aid 
need should be recognized as well. Merit scholarships will be in- 
creased in the years ahead to recognize outstanding achieve- 
ment. 

Secondly, faculties need dollars to assist in their professional 
development, Young faculty need money to do post-doctoral 
work or to enhance their professional skills. Tenured faculty 
need money for retooling, for reconsideration of their profes- 
sional direction, for exposure in another discipline, for gearing 
up for new curricular developments, or for a complete change 
in their field of teaching. For instance, one faculty member 
recently moved from chemistry to computer science. That 
move required retraining. With the rapid changes in field, the 
need for retooling is crucial. We are in the midst also of a cur- 
riculum change, It is to be expected that faculty will want 
moneys for retooling to enhance that curriculum. 

In the past 20 years, we have raised dollars for buildings. In 
the immediate future, we need to raise dollars for people.

When Jacob Zuck’s untimely death threatened the continued existence of the school, Quinter’s leadership 
assured the founders that the fledgling Normal School would carry on to become Juniata College. 

In addition to invitations to special Quinter Society evenings, members receive a distinctive gold lapel pin, 
inscription of the names of the permanent Quinter Society members on a plaque to be mounted in the foyer 
of Ellis College Center, and prominent listing in the annual Report of the President.

The Gene Revolution

Charles A. Dana Supported Professor of Biology 
and recipient of the annual 
Beachley Distinguished Professor Award 


In 1953 Watson and Crick discovered the complementary, 
double-helical structure of DNA. Somewhat earlier Edward 
Tatum and Joshua Lederberg had described recombination 
of genes in bacteria, and Lederberg discovered bacterial 
transduction—the ability of bacteria to transfer genetic 
material using bacterial viruses as the carrying agents. 

Biologists everywhere lauded these discoveries. However, 
few of them realized the magnitude of the change which these 
discoveries would bring in biology, and ultimately, in human 
affairs. One can only do justice to their importance by stating 
that they were the beginning of what can be called the gene 
revolution. 

Until the 1960s biology was mostly a descriptive science. 
Chemists and physicists referred to biology as the “soft” 
science compared to their own “hard,” more rigorous 
sciences. This stemmed from the fact that biologists could not 
describe the activities of cells or organisms in the form of 
equations or formulas. The average biology course involved 
the description and naming of animal or plant parts or the 
description and categorization of species. 

At times the heavy emphasis on naming or identifying 
organisms had bizarre consequences. For example, when I 
began teaching at Juniata College, Professor Homer Will and 
I taught the general biology course. Dr. Will presented the 
lectures and I, with Homer’s help, taught the laboratory ses- 
sions, We followed a fall tradition whereby students went for 
two weeks of field trips in the immediate campus area. he 
students collected between sixty to ninety different plant 
species. They were required to learn the common and scien- 
tific names and to be able to identify each species during a 
laboratory examination. 

The result of these requirements was that all herbacious 
plants, trees and shrubs within walking distance of the cam- 
pus became endangered species. Trees took on the ap- 
pearance of trees of the African plains. Lower leaves and 
branches were stripped away in a line at a height equal to the 
reach of our best standing high jumpers. Shrubs were annual- 
ly sheared back to a minimum size, while bushes received a 
more than adequate fall trimming. I believe that at that time 
the college did not have a ground’s keeper—there was little 
need for one. 


As a result of the gene revolution, this type of descriptive, 
systematic biology, although still important, has yielded toa 
much more dynamic type of biology which is geared to ex- 
plaining the mechanisms and functions of animals and 


plants. New research procedures, genetic manipulation 
techniques and a whole range of new analytical tools have 
enabled biologists to study the most minute details of the 
operation of cells and in turn to more fully understand the 
workings of plants and animals. 

An illustration of this is the shift in our knowledge of the 
way in which cancer develops. For centuries cancer was a 
feared and unmentionable disease, thought to be a punish- 
ment for past indiscretions or sins. Only in relatively recent 
decades, mainly due to the communications media, has the 
disease been openly discussed and adequate research money 
been provided to study it. In the early years of research most 
efforts were directed toward characterizing and defining 
cancer. Few facts were available to explain cellular 
mechanisms or the molecular basis for the causes of cancer. 
With the arrival of the gene revolution, the emphasis changed 
toward attempts to discover the basic causes of cancer. Dur- 
ing the 1960s and °70s considerable advances were made. 
Viruses, chemical mutagenic agents and certain types of 
radiation were identified as causative agents. In just the past 
five years, however, by means of recombinant DNA 
technology and gene manipulation, great advances have oc- 
curred. Not only have specific cancer genes, called on- 
cogenes, been identified and localized as to their positions in 
chromosomes, but the genes have in many cases been isolated, 
cloned—which means multiplied in bacteria—and studied to 
determine the order of their bases, Furthermore, the gene 
products have been determined and studied in order to learn 
their roles in causing the unrelinquished dividing which 
characterizes cancer cells. 

Additional advances have made possible the development 
of commercial products for agriculture, medicine and in- 
dustry. By use of genetic engineering and tissue or cell 
culture, new medicines, improved diagnostic techniques and 
new strains of plants have been developed. 

By means of gene cloning and transfer from one species to a 
second foreign species, a protein normally synthesized in 
minute amounts in host cells can be produced cheaply in 
large quantities using bacteria or yeast cells. Products now be- 
ing manufactured by such methods are human insulin, 
human interferon and interleukin II (both used to treat 
cancer), plasminogen (a blood clot dissolver), and human 
growth hormone. 

The availability of human growth hormone has made possi- 
ble the treatment of stunted children who would have such 
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reduced growth if left untreated that they would be categor- 
ized as dwarfs. With treatment they will reach normal height. 

The ready availability of the hormone has unfortunately 
brought about a bizarre response from the public. Many peo- 
ple see the possibility of adding inches to hereditarily short 
family members while other parents look toward converting a 
potential five-foot son into a seven-foot NBA _ basketball 
player. 

The genetic revolution has also made possible the develop- 
ment of DNA probes. These are pieces of DNA which can be 
used to test for the presence of specific genes in cells. 


DNA probes can be used to detect the presence of defective 
genes in fetal chromosomes. Within the next 10 to 20 years, it 
may be possible to detect all of the thousands of hereditary 
diseases in fetuses. Such prenatal diagnosis will pose un- 
paralleled dilemmas for prospective parents. A series of ques- 
tions readily comes to mind. 

Should routine prenatal screening procedures be increased 
to take into account the many known genetic diseases? 

If a fetus tests positive for a defective gene, what course 
should be taken if treatment for the particular genetic 
disorder is not available? 

Assuming that abortion remains as the only choice follow- 
ing an unfavorable prenatal diagnosis, what will be accept- 
able levels of the severity of the disease leading to a possible 
abortion? 

For example, no one would question the tragedy involved in 
having an infant with a trisomy 13 defect which leads to the 
death of most of these infants within a few months. What should 
be done, however, if a fetus would test positive for the gene for 
Huntington's chorea? In this instance, the symptoms may not 
develop in the individual until middle age. Should a fetus be 
aborted when the individual could lead a near-normal life for a 
considerable period of time? As a society, we need to work to 
resolve the ethical and moral questions which have arisen as a 
consequence of these fresh scientific advances. 

Besides the practical problems related to medicine, this 
enormous increase in the body of scientific knowledge has 
rekindled a slow burning conflict between religion and the 
natural sciences. Various religious groups around the world, 
unable to understand or to accept the implications of the con- 
stantly increasing body of scientific knowledge, have elected 
not to try to accommodate this new knowledge to their 
religious beliefs. Instead, they have chosen to ignore the scien- 
tific knowledge about living organisms and their origins and 
to believe only in ancient religious concepts. 

An example of this is the attempt by some fundamentalist 
groups to deny all scientific evidence for the evolutionary 
development of organisms. They believe evolution to be a 
false body of knowledge, that the earth is really only six thou- 
sand years old and that all living creatures were instantly 
made in the form in which they now exist. Advocates of this 
proposition use the Bible as their source of “inerrant’’ 
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knowledge and a newly-developed pseudo-science called 
“scientific creationism’ as further evidence to substantiate 
their beliefs, 

A careful examination of all the evidence clearly supports 
evolutionary theory as the means by which present day living 
creatures arrived at their present structures and forms. 
Modern molecular biology greatly supports evolution theory. 
By use of DNA anealing experiments and chromosome typ- 
ing, George Yunis and Om Prakash of the University of Min- 
nesota have shown that the chromosomes of humans and 
other primates are almost identical, thus establishing the 
close evolutionary development of man and the higher 
primates. 

Other types of experiments involving recently-developed DNA 
sequencing methods enable scientists to track the evolution of 
plants and animals in ways never thought to be possible. 

Fortunately, the majority of religious people in the Western 
world have attempted to maintain a dialogue between the scien- 
tific and religious spheres of our beliefs. Such a dialogue is 
imperative if we are not to drift into an overwhelming wave of 
scientific knowledge which could depersonalize human ex- 
istence. On the other hand, we need to utilize the array of scien- 
tific knowledge which frees us from the fears and suffering of 
ancient mankind. 

From the time of Galileo’s Dzalogues in 1632 and Newton's 
Principia 1n 1687, religion has been challenged as the source 
of a reliable body of human knowledge. Educated persons to- 
day, just like the theologians and scientists of past centuries, 
need to struggle with the problem of resolving the conflicts 
between science and religion. The worst scenario for civiliza- 
tion would be a retreat into blind acceptance of religious 
beliefs as inerrant dogma or that science has an answer for 
everything. James Turner in his book, Without God, Without 
Creed - The Origins of Unbelief in America, stated our 
civilization’s dilemma very clearly: 

“Those who wish to believe in God ought to realize 

that, if belief is to remain plausible over the long haul, 

they cannot regard God as if human, sharing human 
interests and purposes, accessible to human com- 
prehension. And both believers and unbelievers ought 

to keep in mind that no one way of knowing reality is 

the last, best form of human knowledge—more: that 

no one form of knowing can possibly navigate the 

labyrinth of reality.” 

The very wise founders of Juniata College and succeeding 
generations of Juniata presidents, faculty and students have 
taken an enlightened viewpoint toward human knowledge ex- 
emplified by the College’s motto, “Truth Sets Free.” The gene 
revolution and other scientific advances will require that all of 
us be aware and attentive to the effects of science on the 
spiritual aspects of our existence. We need to participate in 
controlling in rational, intelligent and thoughtful ways how 
the new scientific knowledge is ultimately used.
